an element in England who thought 
that a Nazi airman* landing from a 
wrecked plane should be treated with 
some courtesy because, after all, he 
was acting under orders. '.There is 
very much less of that spirit now. The 
feeling is growing against the individ¬ 
ual German who is a party to the 
needless cruelties, and he is treated 
without much consideration. 

Asked if he had any opinion to «x- 
'.press on the probable duration of the 
war, Mr. Pearson said that there 
seemed little expectation in England 
lhat it would be over soon. Germany 
is still a very powerful nation. He 
said that one authority in England, 
vhogo opinions are greatly respected, 
ventured an estimate of three years 
>f fighting and five more years of re- 
idjustment. Included in his thought 
>f readjustment was the physical and 
mental restoration of a populace har¬ 
assed by incessant attack. 

One little thought which this visitor 
’eft and which perhaps might be ac* 
■epted in the spirit intended, is that 
he soldiers do not care to be gathered 
ogether to sing war songs. The war 
roes deeper than that for them. It 
sn’t something to be sung about, and 
.hey would p’refer other music. They 
ret no pleasure out of singing war 
ongs, qnd it does not cheer them up, 
lespite the very laudable intension. 
This is something for organizations to 
remember, and the viewpoint can be 
’.ppfeciated. 

He said ^hat Canadians appeared to 
be very generous in assistance, but he 
believed, if they could realize the des¬ 
perate conditions under which so many 
live, and the disruption* of homes and 
comfort they would do even more. 

Mr. Pearson has had a varied life. 
For two years he was With the Mount¬

Charles Pearson, Sergeant Pilot of 
the R.A.F.. has completed his advanc¬ 
ed training course in a Western Can¬ 
adian city, £tnd is returning shortly to 
England. Before his return, he has 
been visiting with his aunt, Mrs. Jean 
Munro of Vulcan, and was a caller 
at the Timas’ office with his cousin, 
Bob Munro. This is the first time the 
cousins had ever met. 

Mr. Pearson joined the R.A.F. last 
July, and has" been in Western Can¬ 
ada since December. He has found 
Canada very cold, but may be excused 
for that comment as ba was stationed 
in a very cold city. A number of men 
of the R.A.F. are coming out regular¬ 
ly to their own advanced training 
schools in Canada. 

Commenting on- Canada’s attitude 
to the war, Mr. Pearson says that 
Canadians really hfive no conception 
of the destruction wiought, and the 
conditions of liv'ng which are being 
endured in Britain. This is not to be 
wondered at, as only actual experieno. 
of- bombing and its results, brings 
realization. England itself, he said, 
seemed apathetic about ttv? war until 
the fall of France and the attacks on 
the British Isles. r . 

ln his opinion the most admirable of 
all the people in Britain, are the rank 
and file—the ordinary poor people 
I who lose everything when they lost 
their homos, but have no word if 
complaint or discouragement. The 
riche* people may have several homes 
and probably money resources, so it is 
not ao serious .for them. But there 
has been great destruction in poorer 
quarters where homes are close to 
gether and population dense. - Such 
people losing everything they have 
under bombing, porhaps losing metrf- 
bers of the family, too, might be ex¬ 
cused for thinking “This is too much. 
Let us quit.” But they never, under 
the greatest stress, show any such 
weakness. They are valiant, cheerful 
and determined 

Seeing the ruthless, senseless at 
tack of Germany on civilians and their 
little homes, does not tend to make 
the British people n.ore tolerant of the 
captured German. There uaetf to be

New Minister of Agriculture? 


TT is said of Hon. J. G. Gardiner that he is a man of 

A immense energy. It is also said that he has as¬ 
sumed too many burdens of too varied a nature for-any 
one man to carry well. Believing this to be true, quite 
a section of agriculture considers that it would be in 
farm interest if he resigned as minister of agriculture 
fti favor bf some one who could give all his time to this 
department and would perhaps .safeguard rural ^we!l- 
being more effectively. Surely agriculture is of suffic¬ 
ient importance in Canada—both internally and in war 
economy—to rate the full time of one minister. 

Wheat is admittedly a thorn in the flesh of the west. 
It is an unending problem, which offers no simple im¬ 
mediate solution satisfactory to west and east alike. But 
it is felt that Mr. Gardiner could have dealt more fairly 
by .the west, even in this respect, than he has done. 

If this dissatisfaction were limited to the west, it 
might be less significant. But Mr. Gardiner is appar¬ 
ently falling foul of other farm sections. He met with 
strong protest in Ontario when he pegged the price for 
butter. Farm producers in the east, could not accept 
as a reason for the pegging of butter, the cheese cotw 
tract with Britain, in view of the fact that cheese takes 
less than 10% of the Canadian milk, while the other 
90% goes to butter, concentrated milk, etc. Moreover 
they could not accept meekly, the peg on butter at a 
time when the national income, was rising and there was 
greater employment and better wages than for years. 
After the long years of depressed prices, it was felt that 
it was unfair to hold down prices on dairy products, just 
at a time when the farmer stood' to benefit to a mild de¬ 
gree. 

Nor is there approval of his bacon deal. The produc¬ 
ers were not consulted, and there is no direct represen- 
tative~of producers on the bacon board. It is not that 
there is any desire on the part of producers to hold up 
Britain in prices. But when a deal for purchase of 
munitions, blankets, clothing, etc., is made with Canada, 
it may be accepted that the production end is well rep-t 
resented. And any agreement concedes to the manufac- 
curer a fajr profif on his expenditure and labor. Wheth¬ 
er Mr. Gardiner acted hastily in the bacon agreement Is 
perhaps debatable. Bxrt the real grievance is that a 
representative of the actual producers is not on the 
board. . 

Fairly or otherwise, there is a strong impression that 
the minister of agriculture is losing contWt and sym¬ 
pathy with the interests which he is supposed to protect 
and foster. - . ^

TN conversation with farmers.of this district, there 

1 seems to be a grUwhg sentiment in favor of a 
farm federation to be supported on the basis of a com¬ 
pulsory tax, so that every farmer would have member¬ 
ship in some onfe organization. To date there has been 
no one body which can say with assurance that it repre¬ 
sents the farm element one hundred per cent. 

For instance, a group might send representatives 
from this province to Ottawa protesting some specific 
enactment, or appealing for certain considerations. 
They represent possibly a membership of 8000 or 16,- 
000. But if there are 90.000 agriculturists in Alberta, it 
is evident that the delegates sent to Ottawa represent 
only a fraction of farm strength and therefore need not 
tie taken too seriously. 

It is becoming increasingly apparent that farm inter¬ 
ests, whether dairying, stock raising, fruit growing, or 
wheat growing must combine at maximum strength inco 
one bigjunjoiv. There may be conflicting interests with¬ 
in this union, but these are of a minor nature, possible 
of compromise. It is recognized that primary producers 
in almost every field have been called upon, and are still 
being called upon, to operate under conditions which 
would not be tolerated in secondary industries. The 
strength of the secondary industries lies in thorough or¬ 
ganization, so that one section may be supported by oth¬ 
er sections to represent numerical power or financial 
power. 

While this has been done with excellent results to 
those within the circle, the agricultural element of 
Canada embracing 32% of the population has been un¬ 
able to make much impression; because it has been spli( 
up into dozens of groups, all trying to make themselves 
heard. 

It has been suggested that a tax be imposed—pos- 
s : bly a land tax, starting within municipalities. If it av¬ 
eraged no more than 50 cents a farmer in Alberta, it 
would realize a $45,000 annual fund for promoting ag¬ 
ricultural interests. There is already a move toward 
such a type of tax in certain parts of rural Ontario. The 
tax would thus make-every farmer a piember Of the un- 
u>n. By extending'this system throughout other prov-

Superintendent of 
the Dominion Experimental Station 
at Swift Current, made some In¬ 
teresting observations and practical 
suggestions when speaking on the 
subject, *8oll Conservation in Rela¬ 
tion to Reduced Wheat Acreage.” His 
remarks had application to the 
prairie or plains area. He divided his 
subject into three parts: 

1. Good farm land. " 

2. Abandoned land adjoining good 
* land. 

3. Abandoned land and farm graz¬ 
ing units. 

An increase in sumaasrf&Qow is 
recommended for the good soil areas. 
He stated that the two year rotation 
of wheat and fallow will ytqld. with 
a lower production’ sm*. almost as 
much wheat as the taxee year rota¬ 
tion. Other advantages gained would 
Include an Improved condition of 
land for crop in 1942, and less 
damage from insect pests. Mr Thom¬ 
son suggested that on practically 
every farm soil drifting has its origin 
in small localized areas whidh start 
to drift. These areas should be 
seeded down to grass to .prevent 
spreading of the problem. Ur Thom¬ 
son recommends a .vigorous policy of 
regrassing sub-marginal areas which 
adjoin good farm lahd. 

The problem of handling large 
areas of non-arable land In south¬ 
western Saskatchewan and south¬ 
eastern Alberta Is to keep these 
lands out of cultivation and in a 
satisfactory condition for grazing. 

The necessity of curtailing Cana¬ 
dian wheat production is open to 
debate. However, if automatic re¬ 
duction in wheat production as a 
result 'of extractive methods of 
farming Is to be avoided, the points 
raised by Mr. Thomson must receive 
early consideration.

Late rumors say we will get one this summer, but we have had no official confirmation 
of this report.

The associate committee on grain 
research recommended an increase be 
made in growing alternate crops on
